Ho will restore tho 
authority of tho International, as 
at Stanley Falls, and install Tyjjpo 
Tib, and afterwards ascend Mbourna, 
which is known to be for tho greater part 
navigable. At points where navigation 
ceases a caravan will start across the 
country, striking Albert Nyania at 
Nuriz/.er, where Stanley intends to forrify 
the eani[j, and then send in advance hoats 
to warn Eiiiin of the arrival of the ex- 
pedition and solicit transportiitiou to 
NVadoly by Einin's two steamers. The 
caravan, which presents an iin)jusing spoc- 
t^kde, is about to leave here, for Leopold- 
ville. Four bodies, consisting of 'Mmen 
each, coniniaiided by Europeans, will goiu 
advance to drive nil the niaraudera infest- 
ing the route, The association steaumr 
Stanley, the Livingston Mission steamer 
Henry Heed, and the trading steamer 
Florida will wait at Loopoldvillo to ctirry 
the expedition tq the Upper Congo.
